SRB Process Fails Romulus Citizens

| find it ironic that a community 
obsessed by "home rule" continues to 
throw away its opportunities to have 
meaningful input in decision-making pro- 
cesses that affect its citizens. 

For several months now, a State- 
appointed Site Review Board (SRB) 
has been meeting to hear public com- 
ments regarding a hazardous-waste 
treatment and storage facility that Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS), has proposed for construction 
and operation on Citrin Drive in Romu- 
lus. The SRB is supposed to: 

e identify areas of concern associated 
with the proposed project, 

e determine what (if anything) can be 
done to address those concerns, 
and 

e make an objective recommendation 
for approval or denial of the project, 
based on reasonable arguments 
that, whenever possible, are support- 
ed with documentable evidence. 

Ideally, the SRB process unites the ef- 

forts of the State's most qualified tech- 

nical experts with knowledgeable local 
representatives who can best identify 
the unique needs of their own commu- 
nity. Together, these advocates for the 
public good are supposed to ferret out 
all reasonable risks and, if possible, find 
ways to mitigate them. Their sugges- 
tions can be used to negotiate protec- 
tive measures — even compensation — 
for the community involved, and can 
help the Michigan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) draft a final 
permit that contains stringent condi- 
tions to secure public health and safety. 

On paper, it sounds like a fair and 
reasonable arrangement. In practice, it 
turned out to be a dismal failure. 

On March 21, by a 5—3 margin, the 
SRB passed a resolution recommend- 
ing that the DEQ deny EDS' permit 
application. Interestingly, among those 
who did not support the resolution were 
two of the Board's three academicians 
— Dr. Allan Johnson, a geologist, and Dr. 
Rane Curl, a chemical engineer, who 
explained his vote by saying that the 
resolution "goes beyond, or Is contra- 
dicted by, the evidence presented to the 
Board, or does not cite the evidence 
that was presented for an opposite or 
neutral conclusion." 

Nor was the resolution supported 
by the SRB's representative of manu- 
facturing, Brian Warmer, who said it more 
closely resembled an “advocacy docu- 
ment" than an objective list of legitimate 
concerns. 

And despite the fact that Dr. Eugene 
Perrin, the Board's toxicologist, ulti- 


mately voted in favor of the resolution, 
he stated his disagreement with much 
of its content, and admitted that there 
were no real toxicological risks associ- 
ated with the project. 

Not that these gentlemen didn'thave 
other concerns; they had plenty. But the 
majority seemed to believe that those 
concerns could probably be addressed, 
and appeared ready to try to find solu- 
tions that would protect the health, 
safety, and rights of everyone involved. 

Unfortunately, the voices of knowl- 
edge and reason were sadly outnum- 
bered by the representatives of the City, 
County, and general public, whoseemed 
to believe that their job was to follow the 
wishes of a largely uninformed or misin- 
formed audience, even if that meant 
manufacturing ridiculous disaster sce- 
narios and disregarding the testimony 
of numerous experts. 

You see, fromthe beginning, Romu- 
lus officials have openly proclaimed their 
uncompromising opposition toany EDS 
project. They believe that their political 
futures are tied up with keeping EDS 
out of the City, so they continue to offer 
a public fight — even if a few of them 
privately concede that the EDS project 
would represent far less risk than many 
facilities that have been operating here 
for years. It's not surprising, then, that 
when the time came to appoint their 
representative to the SRB, they chose 
Cameron Priebe, acareer politician who 
could be relied on to “toe the party line” 
and grandstand for the public, rather 
than an expert who could make an 
objective assessment of any potential 
risks and determine whether or not they 
could be addressed. 

The rest of the “public representa- 
tives" just followed Priebe's lead — and 
an opportunity to have local input on a 
basically State-controlled project was 
thrown needlessly away. 

| strongly believe that DEQ Director 
Russ Harding should set aside the SRB's 
recommendation andfinalize EDS ' draft 
permit. | have read the Board's resolu- 
tion, and find it hard to see how its one- 
sided, often ridiculous statements meet 
the State's criterion that all recommen- 
dations be backed up by reasonable 
arguments. Certainly, Dr. Curl and Mr. 
Warner had no trouble rebutting most of 
them in their own written comments. 

But, regardless of the outcome of 
this particular case, | hope that it will 
show the State that the current process 
is seriously flawed, and alternatives 
need to be explored. Even if the SRB 
process is retained, the composition of 
the Board's members needs to be ad-

RHS Robotics Team Takes 
Part in US FIRST Competition 


On Friday, March 10, Romulus High 
School's robotics team made a respect- 
able showing at the U.S. FIRST (For 
Inspiration and Recognition of Science 
and Technology) competition, held at 
Bowen Field House on the campus of 


- Eastern Michigan University. Although 


Romulus got off to a good start by 
combining with Melvindale to defeat 
Robert Jones High School (the defend- 
ing national champion) in the opening 
round, drivetrain difficulties eventually 
got the best of the team, which did not 
make it to the final round of competition. 
Basically — according to Richard 
Kruse, spokesperson for the school dis- 
trict — the competition involved having 
the robots pick up large balls (similar to 
beach balls), transport them to a rack 
about five feet high, and deposit the 
balls into the rack. The robots also had 
to perform a sort of "chin" maneuver, 
pulling themselves up off the floor. 
"The events were truly exciting,” 
said Kruse, who attended the first round 
of competition. "With more than 2,000 
students cheering for their school’s 


teams and lively music playing over the 
P.A., the atmosphere was definitely 
highly charged.” 

Making up the robotics team were 
students Sarah Breeding, Josh Cultliff, 
William Gates, Steve Hayton, Cameron 
Houck, Krystal Jackson, Bobby Lindsay, 
Bryan Longre, Amy McCray, Antoinette 
Price, and Angela Zajac, who worked 
under the direction of teachers Terry 
Bird and Kristina Mahaney. In addition 
to performing their regular duties, both 
Bird and Mahaney donated many addi- 
tional hours of their time to help the 
students prepare for the FIRST event. 

Providing the team with a back- 
bone of financial support and technical 
expertise was General Motors Power 
Train.

justed so that local representation re- 
mains, but the majority of the seats are 
held by objective technical experts. 
The State can't allow itself to be 
Swayed by people whose arguments 
make no sense. How can people ac- 
cuse EDS of secretly plotting to handle 
hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
waste per day, then turn around and 
assert that there is no need for their 
services? Why Is it all right to condemn 
the import of out-state or Canadian 
waste without also condemning Michi- 
gan's export of similar materials? Do 
people honestly believe that allowing 
EDS to bring in a couple of dozen truck- 
loads of waste per day is going to make 
a big difference in the amount of toxic 
chemicals currently travelling our roads 
in this hub of industry and transporta- 
tion? And if the heavy traffic in an MT-2 


district poses a danger of accidents, 
why did the City establish MT-2 as the 
proper zoning for the EDS facility? 
Clearly, these are excuses, and they 
won't fool many people who give the 
matter any serious thought. 

In a metropolitan area where indi- 
viduals, not factories, are the largest 
source of pollution (see "Pollution wors- 
ens as area prospers," The Detroit 
News, March 16, 2000, page 1A), we 
are going to have to get over our "not in 
my back yard" attitudes and come up 
with better solutions for disposing of the 
wastes that we ourselves help tocreate. 
Otherwise, our irresponsible habit of 
generating waste and expecting others 
to bear the burden of its disposal is 
going to further convince higher govern- 
ment that there are, indeed, issues that 
cannot be left in the hands of local 
authorities.
